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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kao [US 
6,792,487]. 

Regarding claim 1, Kao discloses a portable USB storage device (figures 1-3, 4- 
1, 4-2), comprising a case (11, 12) containing therein a data storage; a USB port (5) 
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capable of being inserted into the case in a sliding motion (figures 4-1 and 4-2); and a 
control device (figures 3 and 4-1 ) for selectively controlling a location of the USB port 
(figures 4-1,4-2). 

Regarding claim 2, Kao discloses the mode of the USB port being converted into 
a using mode or a carrying mode by control of the control device (figures 4-1 and 4-2). 

Regarding claim 3, Kao further discloses the case having a guideway (figures 2- 
3) at one end thereof so that the USB port can be transferred in a sliding motion (figures 
4-1 and 4-2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The cited reference in combination with the prior art fail to teach or suggest the 
USB device having a control device, wherein the control device has a control switch 
including both end portions turning around lever as a central axis in a seesaw motion 
and one end portion of the both end portions contacts a stopper to stop the motion of 
the USB port through one of two holes of the USB device casing.

- Harase [US 5,1 55,663] discloses a memory cartridge system with adapter.
